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Community Groups Successful 


2501 Pennsylvania Avenue 
Development Denied 


An unprecedented show of 
community unity helped win 
the day at the February 20th 
D.C. Historic Preservation 
Review Board hearing on the 
developer’s proposed demoli- 
tion and design for 2501 Penn- 
syivania Avenue, N:W:; After 
testimony by the developer and 
the community, the Review 
Board unanimously opposed the 
project. The Review Board 
noted both the inappropriate 
massive scale of the proposal 
and the pending Historic 
District application. At press 
time, the developer had not yet 
filed a new design with the 
Review Board. 

Organizations testifying in- 
cluded: Commisioner Ed Kelly, 
Chair, Foggy Bottom-West End 
ANC-2A; Commissioner Jack 
Evans, Dupont Circle ANC-2B; 
Commissioner Westy McDer- 
mid, Vice-Chair, Georgetown 
ANC-2E; Richard Nettler, 
representing the Committee of 
100 on the Federal City; Patricia 
Wilson, Executive Director, 
D.C: Preservation League; 
Richard Price, representing the 
Foggy Bottom Association; 
Elayne DeVito, Chair, Joint 
ANC—2A/Foggy Bottom As- 
sociation Committee on His- 
toric Preservation; and Geof- 
frey Tyler, representing the 
Foggy Bottom Historic District 
. Conservancy. 

Other neighboring residents 
who testified in opposition to 
the development proposal in- 
cluded: Walter Anderson, 
David Bowes, Charles Clapp, 
Barbara Kahlow, Bob Niemic, 
Lohva Wakefield, Michael 
Walden, and Aimee Zeltzer. 
Also in attendance in opposi- 
tion were: City Council can- 
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didate Jim Zais, Commissioner 
Maria Tyler, Mike Delia, 
Lillian Pilzer, and Kerry 
Stowell. 

Neighboring residents who 
testified in support of the 
developer’s proposal were Eric 
Chasen and Ken Frank. Also 
testifying in support of the 
developer was former ANC 
Commisisoner Beverly Sklover. 

The site is split zoned R-5-B 
(which requires 100% residen- 
tial use, a maximum height of 60 
feet, and a maximum lot oc- 


cupancy of 60%) and C-2-C 
(which requires at least 67% 
residential use and a maximum 
lot occupancy of 80%). In addi- 
tion, the area currently serving 
as an alley would be closed. 


The public hearing before the 
Board of Zoning Adjustment 
has been postponed until April 
24 or May 8, 1991, to afford the 
Zoning Administrator time to 
recalculate the several special 
exceptions and variances re- 
quested by the developer.

Cable in Foggy Bottom 


by May 22 


Richard Maulsby of the D.C. 
Office of Cable Television spoke 
to a lively and interested Foggy 
Bottom audience in February. 
He was accompanied by 
representatives of D.C. Cablevi- 
sion, the company which has the 
D.C. cable contract. 

Foggy Bottom will be wired 
by the end of April, 1991, one 
of the final areas in the city to 
receive a cable hookup. Wiring 
is classified by ‘‘multi- 
dwelling,” ‘‘bloc,’’ ‘‘associa- 
tion,” or ‘“individual owner.”’ 
Methods of wiring include a 
choice of (1) following telephone 
line easements; (2) interior hall 
wiring; and (3) wiring through 
interior closets. 

Only one resident owner in a 
multi-dwelling needs to request 
cable to have an entire unit 
wired. This does not mean that 


other residents must accept 
cable programming. No wiring 
is done without permission. 


An initial installation fee of 
$60 is charged, and covers three 
TV sets. Basic cable will have 47 
channels, and will cost $19.95 
per month. Senior citizens have 
special prices, $20.95 installa- 
tion fee and $10 per set; and a 
monthly charge of $18.45 per 
month, with free remote 
control. 


Residents will be informed of 
the opportunity to contract for 
cable via various marketing 
schemes. All representatives 
from D.C. Cable will carry iden- 
tification tags; be certain that 
they identify themselves when 
they visit you.

As citizens and neighbors of 
the Foggy Bottom/West End 
area, we can have a positive in- 
fluence on the general care of 
the public space that surrounds 
our homes. It is virtually im- 
possible for the District govern- 
ment to be aware of all public 
space violations that create un- 
safe or unhealthy conditions; 
consequently we have to par- 
ticipate in another type of 
neighborhood watch program. 

By looking out for your 
protecting your neighborhood 
following situations to the 
District government, you will be 
protecting your neihhborhood 
while ensuring that District 
government services are 
provided: 

e Abandoned Vehicles on 
Streets. Abandoned and junk- 
ed vehicles should be reported 
to the Department of Public 
Works. Call 673-6993 with the 
location of the vehicle, its 
description and license number. 


e Public Space Use. Public 


space must be maintained so 
that: 

(1) No litter is placed in 
public space; 

(2) Only handheld litter is 
placed in public litter 
receptacles; 

(3) Animal excrement is 
removed by pet owners; 

(4) No trees, shrubs or 
bushes grow over onto public 
space; 


(5) The area between your 


property and the curb is free of 
litter and weeds; 

(6) No obstructions are plac- 
ed in public space without a per- 
mit; and — 

(7) No signs or posters are 


put on trees or public litter 
receptacles. 

In addition to helping clean 
up the public space area near 
your home, violations should be 
reported by calling 767-8522. 
e Trees in Public Space. 
Trees along our streets and in 
our parks are a precious 
resource. However, neglect by 
the District government has 
resulted in a dwindling number 
of trees. The Department of 
Public Works’ Tree Division 
counts on us to ‘‘adopt”’ street 
trees near our homes. Call 
767-8532 for more information 
on how you can help maintain 
existing and replace missing or 
dead trees. 

Pride in our neighborhoods 
will go a long way to create a 
safe, healthy and crime-free 
area!

Taxing Matters 


Yes, *tis the season. We’re 


hearing the sounds of wood- .

(By the way, if your tax- 
preparer uses a pencil instead of 
a computer, he deserves protec- 
tion as an endangered species, 
but not necessarily your 
business. ) 

First, it’s important to 
understand that, for many tax- 
payers, the amount of income

tax due is a matter of judgment, 
not fact. There is a great deal of 
leeway in the interpretation of 
some tax regulations. Your tax 
preparer should ask whether 
you want to take an aggressive 
or conservative stance, and 
prepare your returns according- 
ly. Even when the IRS loses in 
court, it often does not consider 
such decisions as precedent. 
You need to decide if a con- 
troversial deduction is worth in- 
creasing your chances of an 
audit, and possibly taking your 
case to Tax Court. You should 
also realize that almost half of 
the tax-deficiency notices sent 
out by the IRS are in error. Last 
year, a client of ours received 
such a notice. It stated that, sub- 
ject to review, “‘you may con- 
sider this report as your notice 
that your case is closed... .”’ 
The bottom line of this notice 


was an assessment for added 
taxes, interest, and penalties 
totaling $4,913.22. The top line 
noted an increase in income of 
$12,671.00 — with no explana- 
tion! We asked the IRS ex- 
aminer for details on this extra 
income. A week later, our client 
received a ‘‘revised report” 
claiming a deficiency of only 
$158.84 (and she didn’t really 
owe that). 

It may be helpful to know the 
average deductions for your in- 
come level: These figures can be 
used as rough guidelines as to 
the likelihood of an IRS audit. 
Of course, they are no 
guarantees of what the IRS will 
actually allow, and you must be 
able to document your deduc- 
tions. If your deductions 
significantly exceed these 
figures, it may be wise to attach 
appropriate schedules and other 
evidence to your return. The 
averages by adjusted-gross- 
income group in 1988 were:

You are not liable for an 
underpayment penalty if your 
withholding plus estimated tax 
payments equaled 100% of the 
prior year’s taxes, or 90% of the 
current year’s taxes. If you 
underpaid your taxes and do not 
qualify under these exemption, 
you may still be able to avoid a 
penalty. To do so, you must file 
Form 2210 and claim a waiver 
from the penalty due to retire- 
ment, disability, or unusual cir- 
cumstances that would make a 
penalty inequitable. 


You can buy office equipment 
and deduct the full cost if you 
are in business for yourself, even 
part-time. Rather than depreci- 
ating such equipment over 
several years, you may take a 
Section 179 deduction of up to 
$10,000 a year (but not ex- 
ceeding the net income from 
your business).

Georgetown University has 
submitted a proposal for a com- 
mercial cogeneration* plant to 
be built on campus, and com- 
munity groups have organized 
to stop it.

The 
audience heard testimony by 
citizens and citizens’ associa- 
tions, as well as representatives 
of Georgetown University. 

Commissioners from Ad- 
visory Neighborhood Commis- 
sions 2A, 2E, 3B, 3C, and 3D 
submitted testimony, as well as 
citizens’ associations from 
Palisades, Glover Park, Foxhall, 
Georgetown, Hillandale, and 
Cloisters East.
